uf Bengal, which was received on the 2ad July, i841. 

“Para. 1. We have had under our cousideration 
Memorials addressed to us by or on behalf of Mr, 
A. PLC. Elliot, late a Cornet on your Lstablishment, 
representing the circumstances under which he was 
led to resign his Commission on the 2nd of Deceiber 
Jast, and praying restoration to the Service. 

2. Upon a review of the circumstances set forth 
in these Memorials, we are satisfied that Cornet 
Eliot would have received the benelit of the Reyula- 
Nous authorizing the grant of one year’s Farlongh 
without pay, if circumstances had allowed him to wait 
the result of a proper application to that effect, afer 
tho issue of the Orders of 25th November, by which 
the restriction upon the grant of Furloughs« was 
removed. We have therefore resolved that he be 
permitted to return to the Service@t your Presidency, 
ranking next below the last Cavalry Cadet admitted 
by your Government prior to your receipt of this 
Despatch, and wot retaining any Army or Regimental 
rank in virtue of his former standing.”

Resolution —The Right Hon ble the Governor Ge- 
neral in Council resolves that the following Amended 
Draft on the subject be re-published for general in- 
formation ;

For amending the Law with iespect to rates for 
Municipal purposes within the Towa of Afadras, 


I Whereas it is expedient to specify the parti- 
cular purposes to whiel rates assessed ov houses, 
buildiugs and grounds in) Madras shall be applied ; 
and to abolish tne practice which has hitherto mre- 
vailed, of levying five per cent. on the annual value 
of all houses, buildings aad grounds, without refer- 
ence to the amoant unecessary for accomplishing the 
purposes of che rates; such per centage being tnade- 
quate for the purposes to which the ratse have hinher- 
to been deemed applicable. And whereas it 1s 
expedient to make the per centage lusiable by quar- 
teriy or other convenient rates on the annual value of 
property to depend entirely on the expenditure ne- 
eessary for accomplishing, in an eflic-cnt manner, 
the purposes to which the rates shall henecforth be 
applicable, and providing for all tucidental exponces 
and casual deficiencies or dofaults. Aud whereas 
it is expedient to subject the collection and admi- 
nistration of the fuuds raisod for Municipal purposes 
in the various districts of the Town to the manage. 
ment of the rate-payers themselves within such 
districts respectively, whenever they are desirous of 
undertaking the same, and are willing to enter into 
Proper arrangements for the prrposs. And whereas 
it is expediont tu modify the provistens of the Statute 
33, Geo. 3, Cap. 52, in regat-t to assessments fer 
the ‘Town of Madras in order for the better collee- 
tion of the same, reserving all the authority of such 
Statute in matters not inconsistent with this Act ; 

It i: heroby enacted, that the assessments which 
by the Statute 33, Geo. 3, Chap. 52, are authorized 
tu bo made for the Town of Madras, shall be applica- 
ble tothe following purposoa only, viz lighting, and 
watering ths ruads and atrects, and cleansing and 
ropairing the same and the drains of the sad Town, 

Il. Andit is hereby onacted, that the asseasginent, 
and rates made under the authority of the said Statute 
shall be sufficient far accomplishing, in an efficient 
manner, the purposes mentioued in the last Section, 
fur discharging all incidental expencas, ana for mak- 
ing up deficiencies and defaults of every kind what- 
soever. Provided always, that no rate sliall be made 
exceeding the amount of five per cent on the 
assosred value of property without tlie sanction in 
the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George of 
Madras. 

Ill. And it is hereby enacted, for the encowrage- 
ment of the control and supervision of thr assess- 
ment and coltection of the rates and the management 
thereof within particular divisions being undertaken 
by the rate-payers theraselves, the Justices at their 
Juarter Sessivns shall publish quarterly or as required 
by the Local Government the particusars of all sums 
laid ous, and of all the expences of collection and 
deficiencies during the preceding quarter wi:hin three 
or more Vivisions of the ‘Lown to be indicated by the 
Governor in Counce of Fort Saint George in Madras 
’ before this Act shall be allowed to come into operation

George in Madras, to appoint such Assessor or Asses- 
sors, Collector or Collectors, and to make such union 
of the Offices of Assessor and Colfeetor, and to pres 
scribe such rules and take such xecurities for the due 
execution of this Act by the person or persons em- 
ployed in) assessments and collections and in the 
management of the rates collected as he shall deem 
expedient, 

VI And it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be 
necessary in any assessment rato or warrant of 
distress under this Act to specify tho names of the 
Owners or occupiers of houses, buildings and 
grounds ; but itahall be sufficient if every property 
rated be identified, and in the case of houses numbers 
ed in ary street, that the name of the street and 
number of the honse rated be particularly spocified, 

VIL, And it is hereby enacted, that the Goods and 

Chattles of the owner of any property rated shall be 
acizable any where (oxeept where property is con- 
cealed as herojnafter mentioned) for datgienes In tha 
payment of rates. And thit all property whieh shall 
be found upon any premises rated, shall be scizable 
for any Mrrears whieh may be duu for a period of one 
year immediately preceding sueh seizure. And in 
the ease of the seizure of the property of a tenant 
under sueh cireumstanees, he may deduct the amount 
of the levy from the next payment. of his rent, 
VIIE. And it is hoveby enacted, that where there 
is ground to suspect that property liable to distress 
uuder this Actis concealed in any zenana, the Officer

Read a second time the Draft ofa proposed Act, 
dated the lath of February 1841, aud published in the 
Caleutta Gazette of the 17th of the same month, for 
amending the Law with respect to rates for Municipal 
purposes within the Town of Madras. 


Resolution —The Right Hon'ble the Governor Ge- 
neral in Council resolves that the following Amended 
Draft on the subject be re-published for general in- 
formation :

For amending the Law with respect to rates for 
Muncipal purposes within the Town of Madras. 


1. Whereas it is expedient to specify the parti. 
cular purposes to which rates assessed on houses, 
buildings and grounds in Madras shall be applied ; 
and to abolish the practice which has hitherto pre- 
vailed, of levying five per cent. on the annual value 
of al! houses, buildings and grounds, without refer- 
ence to the amount necessary for accomplishing the 
purposes of the rates; such per centage being inade- 
quate for the purposes to which the rates have hither- 
to been deemed applicable. And whereas it is 
expedient to make the per centage Ioviable by quar- 
terly or other sonvenient rates on the annual value of 
property to depend entirely on the expenditure ne- 
cessary for accomplishing, ia an cfficlent manner,

It is hereby enacted, that the askessments which 
by the Statute 33, Geo. 3, Chap, 52, are authorized 
to be made for the Town of Madz-as, shall be applica- 
ble tothe following purposes only, viz lighting, and 
watering the rvads and streets, and cleansing and 
repairing the same and the drains of the said Town, 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that the assessment, 
and rates made under the authority of the said Statute 
shall be sufficient, for accomplis} ing, in an efficient 
manner, the purposes mentioned in the last Section, 
for discharging all incidental expences, and for mak. 
ing up deficiencies and defaulta of every kind what- 
soever. Provided always, that no rate shall be mado 
excecding the amount of five per cent on the 
assessed value of property withcut the sanction in 
the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George of 
Madras, . 

Ill. And it is hereby enacted, for the encourage- 
ment of the control and supervision of the assess. 
meut and collection of the rates and the management 
thereof within particujar divisions being undertaken 
by the rate-payers theroselves, the Justices at their 
Quarter Sessions shall publish quarterly or ex required 
by the Local Government the particulars of all sums 
Jaid out, and of all the expences of collection and 
deficiencies during the preceding quarter withio three 
or more divisions of the Town to be indicatea by the 
Governor in Couneil of Fort Saint George in Madras 
before this Act shall be allowad to come into operation 
or such other divisions as the Governor in Council 
of Fort Saint George in Madras may from time 
to time direct, so long as the assessment, collection 
or management of the rates for such divisions shall 
remain under the jurisdiction of the Justices. 

IV. Anditis hereby enacted, whenever two-thirds 
in number and value of the rate payers of any of such 
respective divisions shall apply to the Governor in 
Council of Fort St. George in Madras, to undertake 
themselves the assessment, collection and management 
of the rates of such division, @ any or either of these 
trusts, tt shall be lawful for the Governor of Fort St. 
George in Madras to authorise the same accordingly, 
at his diseretion; provided always that suvh majority 
of rate pavers shall present a selletme which shall 
obtain his full approbation for the safe and efficient ex- 
ecution of the trusts, the transfer of which from the 
present authorities is sought for. Provided always 
that in any such arrangement, the amount to be 
levied in any partietsar division ahall not be consider- 
el as neceasarily limited by the ameunt expended 
within such division, but shall be adjusted by the Go- 
vernor in Council of Fort St. George in Madras upon 
reference to all local circumstances. 

VY. Andit is hereby enacted, that for the better 
assessment and collection of rates under this Act, it 
shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of Fort St. 
George in Madras, to appoint such Assessor or Asses- 
sors, Collector or Collectors, aud to make auch union 
of the offices of Assessor and Collector, and te pre- 
scribe such rules and take such securities for the due 
execution of this Act by the person or persons eni- 
ployed in assessments and collections and in the 
management of the rates collected as he shall deem 
expedient. | 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall mot be 
necessary in any asseaament rate or warrant ©

Andit ix hereby enacted, that it shall be law- 
fal for any one Justice of the Peace for the Town of 
Madras to issue a Warrant of Distress for the recovery 
of the arrears of Assessment under this Act, or under 
the Stafute 38, Geo. 3, Ch. 52, and every such War- 
rant shall have the same foreo and effect as if it were 
under the hands aud seals of two such Justices.

dicsolution —The Right Hon'ble the Governor Ge- 
neral in Council resolves that the following Amended 
Draft on the subject be re-published for general in- 
formatiun ; 


Act No. or 1841, 


Fer amending the Law with respect to ratea for 
Municipal purposes within the Town of Madraa. 


I. Whereas t is expedient to specify the parti- 
cular purposes to which rates assessed on houses, 
billings and grounds in Madras shall be applied ; 
and tu abolish the practice which ha@itherto pre- 
vailed, of levying tive per cent. on the annual value 
of all honses, buildings and grounds, without refer- 
ence to the amount necessary for accomplishing the 
purposes of the rates; such per centage being inade- 
quate for the purposes to which the rates have hither- 
to been deemed applicable. Aod whereas it is 
expedient to make the per centage Jeviable by guar, 


terly or uther convenient rates on the annual value of 


property to depend entirely on the expenditure ne- 
cessary for accomplishing, in an efficient manner, 


the purposes to which the rates shall heneeforth be 
applicable, end providing for all incidental expences 
and casual deficicncies or defaults. And whereas 
it is expedient to subject the collection and admi-

If. Anditis hereby enacted, that the asvexsment, 
and rates made under the authority of the said Statute 
ghall be suflicient for accomplis! ing, in an effictont 
manner, the purposes meutioned iu the last Section, 
for discharging all incidental expeuees, and fur mak- 
ing up deficiencies and defaults of every kind what. 
soever. Provided always, that no raie shall be made 
exceeding the’ amonnt of five pe: cent on tlie 
assessed value of property witheut the sanction in 
the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George of 
Madras. 

Ill. And it ts hereby enacted, for the encourage-

I. Whereas much inconvenience haa been oxpert- 
enced, where persons bave died possessed of move- 
able and immoveable property. AnEthe buino has been 
taken upon pretended claims Q@@M “by gift or suc- 
cession ; the difficulty of agi dgg the procvise 
nature of the moveablo proper iyeee. auch cases, the 
opportunities fur misappropriating such property aud 
also the profits of real property, the delays of a regu- 
lar suit whon vexatiously protracted, and the inability 
of heirs when out of possession to prosecute their 
rights, affording strong temptations for the omploy- 
ment of force or fraud in order to obtain possession, 
And whereas, from the above causes, the circumstanco 
of actual possession, when taken upon a succession, 
does not afford an indication of rightful ide equal to 
that ofa decision by a Judge after hearing all parties 
in a summary suit, though sueh summary anit may pot 
be sufficient to prevent a party removed from posses- 
sion thereby from instituting a regular suit, And 
whereas such summary suit, though it will take away 
many of the temptations which exist for assuming 
wrongful possession upon a succession will be tuo tardy 
a remedy for obviating them all, especially as regards 
moveable proporty. And whereas it may be expe- 
dient, prior to the determiuation of the summary suit, to 
appoint a Curator to take charge of property upon a 
succession, where there is reason to apprehend danger 
of misappropriation, waste or neglect, and where such 
appointment will, in the opinion of the authority 
making the same, be benefieial under all the cirenm- 
stances of the case. And whereas it will be very in- 
convenient to interfere with successions to estates by 
the appointment of Curators, or by suinmary suits, 
unless satisfactory grounds for such proceedings shall 
appear, and unless such proceadings shall be required 
by or on the bohalf of parties giving satisfactory 
proof that they are likely to bo materially prejudiced

I. ftis hereby enncted, that it shall be Inwfu! for 
any Magistrate, when the publio benefit and comfort 
Are in question, to cause unlawful obstructions and 
nuisances to be removed from thoroughfares aud 
public plac«s, and to suppress or cause ta be remove 
ed toa different place, trades or occupations injuct. 
oug to the health or comfort of the community, and 
to prevent such construction of buildings and auch 
disposal of comiustible substances aa May appear 
to him likely to occasion conflagration, and to cause 
tho removal of buildings in auch state of weakness, 
as, by the prebability of thei: falling, may appear to 
him to expose individuals to danger. 

If, Anditis hereby enscted, that, in exercising 
the authority conferred by tho above section, the 
Magistrate shall after hoiding such enquiry as may 
satisfy him of the necessity of proc-ading under this 
Act, issue an jujanotion, which, if practicable, shall 
be acrved personally on the parties concerned; but

The following Act passed by the Right Hon'ble the 
Governor General of India in Couneil on the 6th of 
September 184!, is hereby promulgated for general 
information, 

Acr No. XIX. or 1841. 

Act for the protection of moveable and immoveable 
properly against wrongful possession in cases of suc- 
ceasions, 


J. Whereas much inconvenience has been expari- 
enced, where persons have died possessed of muve- 
ablo and immoveable property, and the same has been 
taken upon pretended claima of right by gift or suc- 
cession ; the difficulty of ascertaiving the precise 
uaturo of the moveable property in such cases, the 


opportunities for misappropriating such property and 
also the profits of real property, the delays of a regns 
lar suit when vexatiously protracted, and the inability 
of heirs when out of possession to prosecute their 
rights, affording strong temptations for the employ. 
ment of force or fraud in order to obtain possession, 
And whereas, from the above causes, tho circumstance 
of actual possession, when taken upon a succession, 
does not afford an indication of rightful tithe equal to 
that of a decision by a Judge aftor hearivg all parties 
in a summary suit, though such summary suit may not 
be sufficient to prevent a party removed from possess 
sion thereby from instituting a regular suit. And 
whereas such summary suit, though it will take away 
many of the iemptationa which cxist for assuming 
wrougfel possession upon a anceession will be too tardy 
a remedy for obviating them ai!, especially as regards 
moveable property. And whereas it may bo expe. 
dient, prior to the determination of tho summary suit, to 
appoint a Curator to take charge of property upon a 
succession, where thore is reasen to approbend danger 
of misappropriation, waste or neglect, and where such 
appointment will, in the opinion of the authority 
making the same, be beneficia: under ali the cirenm. 
stances of the case. And whe-eas it will bo very Jn- 
convenient to interfere with successions tu estates by 
the appointment of Curators, or by summary suits, 
unless satisfactory grounds for such proceedings shall 
appear, and unless such proceedings shall be r:quired 
by or on the behalf of partics giving satisfactory 
proof that they are likely te be materially prejudiced 
if left to the ordinary remedy ofa regular suit ;— 

It is hereby enacted, that whenever a person dies 
leaving: property, moveable or immoveable, it shall be 
Jawful for any person elaiming a right by succession 
thereto, or to any portion thereof, to make application 
to the Judge of the Court of the District where any 
part of the property is found or situate for relief, 
either after actval possession has been taken by ano- 
ther person, or wheu forcible means of seizing posses- 
sion are apprehended, 

Il. Anditis hereby enacted, that it shall be Jaw- 
ful for any agent, relative, or near friend, or for the 
Court of Wards in cases within thei: coguizance, in 
the event of any minor, disqualified, or absert person 
being entitled by succession to such proparty as afore- 
said, to make the like application for relief, 


TIf. And it is hereby enacted, that the Judze to 
whom such application shall be made shall, in the 
first place enquire by the solemn declaration of the 
complainant, and by witnesses and documents at his 
discretion, whether there be strong reasons for be- 
heving thatthe party in poasession or taking forcible 
means for seizing possession a3 no lawful title, and 
that the applicant, or the person on whose behalf he 
applies is really entitled, and is likely to bu materially 
prejudiced if jeft to the ordinary remedy of a regular 
suit, and that the application is mada hund& fide. 


IV. And it is heraby enacted, that in case the 
Judge shall be satisfied of the existence of such strong 
ground of belief but not otherwise, he shall cite the 
party complained of, and give notice of vacant or dis- 
turbed possession by publication, and after the ex- 
piration of a reasonable time chall determine sum- 
marily the right to possession (subject to regular suit 
as liereinafter mentioned) and shall doliver possession 
accordingly—provided always that the Judge.shall have 
the power to appoint an offver who shall take an in- 
ventory of effects, and seal or otherwise secure the 
samc, Upon being upplied to for the purpose, without 
delay, whether he shall have concluded the enquiry 
necessary for citing the party complained of or not. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that in case it shall 
further appear upon such application and examination 
us aforesaid that danger is to bo apprehended of the 
misappropriation or waste of tho property before the 
summary suitcan be determined, and that the delay 
in obtaining security fromthe party in possession, or 
the insufficiency thereof is likely to expaso the party 
out of possession to considerable risk, provided he be 
the lawful owner; it shall be lawfal fur the Judge 
appoint one or more Curators with the powers. hare 
inafter next mentioned, whose authority shall continne

Resolution —The Right Hon'ble the Governor Ge- 
neralin Council resolves that the following Amended 
Draft on the subject be re-published for general in- 
formation: 

Act No. or 1841. 


An Act for amending such parts of the Bengat 
and Madras Codes as concern the dismissal of Suits 
and Appeals for neglecting to proceed in the same. 


I, It is hereby enacted, that if a Plaintiff or Ap- 
pellant in any Court shall, at any time, neglect to 
proceed in his Suit or Appeal for six weeky, the Suit 
or Appeal shall be dismissed ; and it shall not be ne- 
cessary to give the Plaintiff or Appellant gny notice 
previous to dismissing his Suit or Appeal. The Suit 
or Appeal shal! be dismissed as of course after the 
expiration of six weeks without any proceeding on 
the part of the Cuurt, or of the Defendant, or other- 
wise, or assignment of any reasona, unless the Plain- 
tiff or Appellant, upon special application, shall have 
previously satisfied the Court of the propricty of al- 
lowing further time. The Court shal! record upon 
the proceedings the reasons at large for allowing fur. 
ther time in all cases in which further time may be 
allowed, but it shall not be necessary to specify the 
reasons for refusing any application for further time. 

II. And itis hereby enacted, that in all eases in 
which a Suit or Rees is dismissed under the preced- 
ing Section the Court shall award to the Defendant 
or Respondent the costs he may have incurred in the 
Snit or Appeal, But such dismissal shall be no im- 
pediment to the institution of a new Suit or Appeal, 
where the party Is not precluded by lapse of time, or 
otherwise than by the mere circumstances of having 
instituted the Suit or Appeal dismissed and of such 
dismissal, and such dismissed Suit or Appeal shall 
not prevent lapse of time under the Law of Limita- 
tions being incurred. 

III. And it is herehy onacted, that Clanse 2, 
Section 27, Regulation AXIII. 1814, of the Bengal 
Code, is repealed, and no appeal shall lie against the 
decision passed in accordance with the provisions of 
the preceding Clauses of this Act, other than a sum- 
mary appeal on the fact of default.
